EXTRAORDIXARY DETECTION OF A 
CRIMINAL, 

The records of crime frequently show how the cas- 
ual coincidence of cirsumstances, apparently trivial, 
conduct to a train of evidence by which offenders are 
convicted. Our readers may recollect the discovery 
of aman who had murdered and robbed a lady in 
Paris, through the remembrance of a slight fact by a 
maid servant who lived in the house. On the night 
of the robbery, this girl when going to bed, made use 
of an expression to herself about her “pretty ancles” 
which the murderer who was concealed under her 
bed of course overheard. Years elapsed, and the 
criminal was undetected. Chance threw him in the 
way of the servant girl; and at an unfortunate mo- 
ment, when making love toher, he imitated her voice, 
and complimented her “ pretty ancles."" The sound 
called up her memory, and she recollected using the 
expression on the night of the robbery and murder of 
her mistress. Qiher circumstances, connected with 
the conduct of the offender there were unfolded.— 
He was arrested, tried, convicted and executed. The 
memoirs of the French rogue hunter Vidocg are re- 
plete with details of a similar character ; and the an- 
nals of the English criminal courts are full of illus- 
‘trations, of the extraordinary and mysterious means 
by which “undivulged cries unwhipt of justice” 
have been made manifest. The facts unfolding the 
guilt of Eugene Aram, have been recently rendered 
prominent in a novel of high character ; and it doubt- 
less may live in the memory of many persons how 
the accidental notice of a scell bone, in a cherch 
yard, perforated by a nail, led to the detection of an 
Inn Keeper in England who had murdered a lodger 
twenty years before. 

Among the various discoveries of “ ecculted guilt,” 
to be found in published trials, few are more remark- 
able than the uarrstion given in “ Zerah Colburn’s 
Memoir” of the detection of a murderer in Paris—an 
event which happened during the author's residence 
in the Freneh capital in the year 1815. 

In the beginning of 1815, a eircumstance took 
'place that excited much intercstatParis. A surgeon 
in the army, named Dautun, was arrested in a gam- 
bling house, in the Palais Royal, on the tesiimony of 
a scar on his wrist. Some time previous, the officers 
of the night had found while passng on their rounds, 
in the ditierent parts of the city, four parcels tied up. 
One containing the head, another the trunk, a third 
the thighs, and the fourth the lezs and arms of a man. 
In the teeth, tight!y compressed, was a piece of hu- 
man flesh, apparently torn out in the dying struggle. 
The parts were collected, and put together in their 
regular order and exhibited for a number of days at 
the Morgue. The mystery whieh involved this dark 
transaction excited quite an in‘erest, and numbers 
went to behold the corpse. The general and only 
conviction was, that he must have been murdered ;— 
but for a number of weeks no clue was obtained to 
elicit information on the subject. When it became 
improper to keep the body all above ground, a 
cast in plaster was taken fully representing the mur- 
dered victim, and thiz remained a much longer time

There is no 
evidence that greater weight was put upon the lever. 
Mr R. Essex, of London, saw the weights at six o’- 
cluck the morning after the explosion—the 23 lb was 
then on, bat not the 56 Ib. If Mr Marshall (now at 
West Point) added extra weight to the lever, it is pro- 
bably known only to himself. No such evidence has 
transpired. The voluntary affidavit ofthat gentleman 
to this and other material facts, as the gage of the en- 
gineer's rod, would be very acceptable to the Con- 
necticut public. It is believed he is as unconscious 
of the cause of the catastrophe asany other man. If 
he found difficulty in raising the valve by the pulley, 
he has now the reason ; but if he made no attempt, it 
was not surprising unless the pressure exceeded 18 
inches, for he relied upon the valves rising at 18 inch- 
es, as customary. Mr Potter represents the weights 
at about 150 Ibs and places them near the extreme 
length of the lever. The valve, he informs, is four- 
teén inches diameter and round, and that Bang 
of eighteen pounds to the inch raises it. There is 
every reason to credit the fact, and computation con- 
firms it. 

Whether 18 Ibs to the inch is a safe pressure for 
such copper, is a distinct question. Somme sheets may 
be weak and poor copper, or imperfectly rivetted.— 
The only certainty is in the teat. Mr Potter had test- 
ed these boilers to 24 Ibs and run them at 18. Under 
thas teat, the English would have licensed but 8 inch- 
es, and felony to exceed it. The public would never 
have faulted the speed of the boat, if she used —_ 6 
or 8 inch power as she used this trip from New York 
to Hurl Gate.

It was shut off from 
the wheel, and ought to have escaped by the safety 
valve. It did notso escape. Through this reach, a 
head wind must be added to the speed of the boat ; 
giving their joint pressure against the pannels, the 
lever and the stem of the safety’ valve. Arrived at 
Essex, the fireman's gage stood at 28 pounds! and 
rose no higher, because it was obstructed by the deck 
above it. This they attest. They gave no alarm to 
the engineer, for he had his own gage, and must have 
known the fact as well as they, unless his gage was 
obstructed. It has been examined and found not to be 
obstructed,(by Mr Potter.) Probably this press of 22 
pounds was not brought home to the knowledge ofthe 
Captain, or he may ~— supposed that starting the 
engine would relieve her boilers. He gave the order 
to start the boat, and the explosion immediately took 
place.

STEAMER NEW ENGLAND. 
The investigation and enquiries as to the late hor- 
rible loss of lives on board of the steam boat New En- 
gland have been proceeding, we are happy to learn, 
with vigor—and we hope the offenders may be brought 
to justice. Mr Epaphroditus Champion, Jr, has writ- 
ten a letter to the editor of the Hartford Times, ac- 
counting as he says for the cause of the exple:s:n.— 
Ife says that during the anchorage at Saybrook the 
fatal oversight was committed. 


“Chappel was called upon to assist in removi 
bulk head to get at the machinery.

At the 
extremity of this lever was hung a ball of iron, of a- 
bout 112 lbs weight. There were also other weights 
hung upon it, in all, perhaps, 225 lbs. The rapid mo- 
tion of the boat forward seems to have pressed back 
the loose top of this partition, so that it fell inward: 
upon the lever,coming with its entire pressure against 
the ball. A head wind, also, much of the way, from 
Lyme to Essex, mnst have added greatly to the pres- 
sure ef this partition upon the lever. is partition 
(the fatal part of it) was divided into two equal parts 
or pannels, each about 7 feet high and 3 1-2 wide — 
The direction of the pressure, and point of friction 
could be seen with precision—the amount of pressure 
on the lever must be conjectural.

FOREIGN. 

European advices during the early part of the past 
week conveyed the pleasing information, which pre- 
vious intelligence had left a little problematical, of 
the defeat of Gen Bourmont, commanding the forces 
of Don Miguel, in an attack on the Sth of September 
upon the lines established for the defence of Lisbon. 
The Duke of Terceira commanded the Pedroi army. 


We have made such extracts as contain the greatest 
number of facts. 


Paris, 14th Sept. M.de Bourmont has failed in a 
first attack on Lisbon. He was making dispositions 
on the 7th for another attempt on the following day. 
It is fair to suppose that his chance of success has di- 
minished at Lisbon, as well as at Oporto. All dela 
is favorable to the constitutional cause. The Miguel. 
ite General made immense efforts during his march 
on the capital, to organize something like an army. 
He prepared, as wellas he could, provisions for his 
crowds of undisciplined or beaten soldiers ; but in fif- 
teen days a Portiu:guese cannot be made a well-drilled 
soldier After the check at Oporto, what M. de Bour- 
moat had most to apprehend was a first, even partial 
defeat; and it cannot be doubted that a general bat. 
tle without success, had caused discouragement and 
brought disorder in the Miguelite ranks, and destroy- 
ed in one day, the order which the General had en- 
deavored to introduce in the army. It is not here the 
question of a regular siege, it is of a battle on fortifica- 
tions thrown up in haste. M. de Bourmont knew 
well enough the troops he commands, to take advan- 
tage of their first ardor and lead them to the attack in 
the hope of carrying the city in the onset. But these 
troops once repulsed, they have to fight another bat- 
tle with diminished hopes and courage. 

Borpeavx, 13th Sept. The doubts which we ex- 
pressed onthe subject of the repoited capture of Lis- 
bon, on the 7th have been justified by the event, ac- 
cording to our correspondence, and even according to 
some Paris Journals. Bourmont attacked the capi- 
tal of Portugal on the 5th, and was repulsed with vig- 
or. The Gth and 7th the two armies were in sight of 
each other, but did not fight ; and if a new attack was 
attempted, it could not have been before the 8th.— 
Notwithstanding our wish that the cause of Don Pe-

The advantage 
remained with the latter. The constitutional troops 
re-entered Lisbon amidst the acclamations of the 
whole population.” 

At last, yesterday morning, we learned from the 
English embassy, that the Pedroites had gained a vic- 
tory on the Sth, after having allowed the troops of 
Bourmont to approach the fortifications, near the sub. 
urbs of Lisbon, from which they were vigorously re- 
pulsed. 

From the want of direct information, as the Govy- 
ernment attaches the greatest interest in preventing 
private letters from reaching us, we are compelled to 
content ourselves with the avowal of the Gazette 
which gives the news in ite own way ; however, it is
